rpHE  Committee  of  Council  have  had  under  consid- 
X eration  the  annexed  Memorandum,  dated  6th 
January,  1870,  from  the  Hon.  the  Minister  of  .Justice 
Yvith  reference  to  the  requirements  of  the  109th  and 
following  sections  of  the  Act  .32-.S3  Vic.,  C.ap.  29, 
respecting  the  rules  to  be  observed  on  the  execution  of 
judgment  of  death  on  any  prisoner  after  the  coming 
into  effect  of  that  Act  (1st  January,  1870),  and  they 
humbly  advise  that  the  recommendations  submitted  in 


the  said  Meiiiorandum  be  ap|)roved,  and  that  the 
rules  and  regulations  therein  set  forth  be  sanctioned 
under  the  [irovisions  of  the  118th  section  of  the  Act 
refei'red  to.

The  undersigned  has  the  honour  to  report  that  by 
the  32  and  33  Vic.,  cap.  29,  sec.  109,  judgment  of 
death  to  be  executed  on  any  prisoner  after  the  coining 
into  force  of  that  .‘\,ct  (1st  .January,  1870)  shall  be  ear- 
ried  into  effect  within  the  Yvalls  of  the  prison  in  which 
the  offender  is  confined  at  the  time  of  execution. 

'I'he  following  sections  detail  the  persons  who  shall 
be  present  at  the  execution  ; the  mode  in  which  the 
death  shall  be  certified,  and  Coroner’s  inquest  held 
thereon,  and  the  place  of  burial  of  the  body. 

By  section  118  it  is  provided  that  the  Governor  in 
Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  rules  and 
regulations,  to  be  observed  on  the  execution  of  judg- 
ment of  death  in  every  jirison,  as  he  may  from  tinui  to 
time  deem  expedient,  for  the  jnirpose,  as  well  of  guard- 
ing against  any  abuse  of  such  execution,  as  also  of 
giving  greater  solemnity  to  the  same,  and  of  making 
known  without  the  prison  Yvalls  the  fact  that  such 
execution  is  taking  place. 

The  sections  in  question  are  taken  from  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Imperial  .Statute,  31  Vic.,  cap.  24,  with 
which  they  are  identical,  except  that  the  rules  and 
regulations  mentioned  in  section  118,  to  be  made  by 
the  Governor  in  Council,  are  under  the  Imperial 
Statute  to  be  made  by  one  of  Her  Majesty’s  Principal 
Sccretai’ies  of  State. 

The  undersigned  has  deemed  it  advisable  to  ascer- 
tain what  steps  were  taken  in  England  to  carry  out 
that  portion  of  the  Act,  and  he  has  obtained  a copy 
of  the  rules  made  by  Mr.  .Secretary  Gathorne  Hardy, 
and  which“appear  to  have  been  promulgated  by  him 
on  the  13th  August,  1868. 

The  undersigned  is  of  opinion  that  the  same  so  far 
as  suited  to  Canada  should  be  adopted  for  the  Domin- 
ion, and  he  therefore  recommends  that  the  following 
rules  be  made  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  .32  and  33  Vic.,  cap.  29,  for  regu- 
lating the  execution  of  capital  sentences,  that  is  to 
say 

1.  For  the  sake  of  uniformity  it  is  recommended 
that  the  executions  should  take  place  at  the  hour  of  8 
a.rn. 

2.  The  mode  of  execution  and  the  ceremonial  attend- 
ing it,  to  be  the  same  as  heretofore  in  use. 

3.  A black  flag  to  be  hoisted  at  the  moment  of 
execution  upon  a staff  placed  on  an  elevated  and  con- 
spicuous part  of  the  prison,  and  to  remain  disjilayed 
for  one  hour. 

4.  The  bell  of  the  prison,  or,  if  arrangements  can  be 
made  for  that  purpose,  the  bell  of  the  parish  or  other 
neighbouring  church,  to  be  tolled  for  15  minutes  before 
and  15  minutes  after  the  execution. 

The  undersigned  further  recommends  that  any  Order 
in  Council  to  be  passed  on  this  report  be  communicated 
by  the  .Secretary  of  Stote  for  the  Provinces  to  the 
Lieutenant-Governors  of  the  several  Provinces.

WHEREAS  the  regulations  governing  the  grazing 
of  cattle  on  Dominion  Lands  within  the  Rail- 
way Belt  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  ap- 
proved by  the  Governor  in  Council  on  the  15th  of 
July,  1897,  were  made  to  conform  as  closely  as  possi- 
ble to  the  Provincial  Regulations  enacted  in  the  year 
1897,  which  latter  regulations,  however,  have  since 
been  amended;  and 

Whereas  it  appears  advisable  in  the  interests  of  the 
settlers  to  maintain  as  much  uniformity  as  possible  in 
the  regulations  affecting  grazing  lands  throughout  the 
entire  Province ; 

Therefore  His  Excellency,  by  and  with  the  advice  of 
the  Queen’s  Pnvy  Council  for  Canada,  is  pleased  to 
order  and  direct  that  the  Grazing  Regulations  now  in 
force  with  respect  to  Dominion  Lands  in  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia  shall  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
cancelled,  and  the  annexed  regulations  adopted  in 
their  stead.

Regulations  governing  the  Grazing  of  Cattle  on 
Dominion  Lands  within  the  Railway  Belt  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia. 

Interpretation. 

1.  In  the  construction  of  these  regulations,  the  word 
“cattle”  shall  include  horses,  mares,  geldings,  colts, 
bulls,  bullocks,  cows,  heifers,  steers,  calves  and  mules] 
and  the  word  “sheep”  shall  include  rams,  ewes,  weth- 
ers and  lambs. 

Commons. 

The  Minister  of  the  Interior  may  declare  certain  lands 
to  he  a Common  for  depasturing  cattle. 

2.  The  Minister  of  the  Interior  may,  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  two-thirds  in  number  of  the  residents  or  land- 
holders in  any  tract  of  land  not  less  than  a township 
in  afea,  cause  to  be  proclaimed  in  the  C;inada  Gazette 
a portion  of  the  Crown  Lands  in  such  tract  to  be  a ’ 
common,  upon  which  such  residents  or  land-owners  I 


may  dejiasturo  their  cattle  oi'  Hhcc]t  respoctividy,  sub- 
ject to  the  nrovisioiis  of  these  regulations;  and  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  may  from  time  to  time  alter, 
modify,  cancel  or  rejieal  any  such  ] Voclamation. 

Extent  of  Common. 

;i.  'I’lie  extent  and  situation  of  any  sueh  common 
shall  bo  defined  and  jiroclaimed  by  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  in  the  Canada  Gazette  and  the  British  Colum- 
bia Gazette,  but  in  no  case  shall  any  such  common  ex- 
ceed twenty-five  miles  in  area,  nor  shall  lands  'W'ithin 
such  common  be  reserved  from  homestead  entry  cir  sale 
or  other  disposition  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

Cattle  and  Sheep  not  to  he  depast  ured  on  same  Common. 

4.  It  shall  not  be  laM'ful  to  depasture  cattle  and 
sheep  upon  the  same  common. 

Sheep  or  Swine  not  tohe pastured  on  Common — Penalty. 

5.  No  cattle,  sheep  or  swine  which  do  not  belong  to 
the  residents  or  land-owners  who  are  depasturing  on 
the  common  or  commons,  shall  be  allowed  to  be  pas- 
tured or  kept  on  any  such  common  or  commons  oxcejit 
while  being  driven  from  one  district  to  another,  and  if 
the  owner  of  any  cattle,  sheep  or  swine  shall  depasture 
or  keep  the  same  on  such  common  or  commons  excejit 
as  aforesaid,  or  shall  in  jiassing  over  such  common  or 
commons  permit  the  same  to  remain  thereon  for  a 
longer  period  than  twenty-four  hours,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  a jienalty  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  to  be 
recovered  in  a summary  ■way  before  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  and  in  default  of  payment  shall  be  imprisoned 
for  any  period  not  exceeding  one  month. 

Assessment  on  Cattle. 

6.  J’here  shall  be  levied  and  paid  upon  and  in  re- 
spect of  the  cattle  or  sheep  of  every  person  depastur- 
ing or  keeping  the  same  upon  such  common  or  com- 
mons such  sums  as  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  may 
from  time  to  time  fix,  which  sums  respectively  shall 
be  paid  by  the  persons  assessed  liefore  the  15th  day  of 
November  in  each  and  every  year,  to  such  officer  as 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior  shall  appoint.  Such  sums 
shall  not  be  less  than  ten  cents  or  greater  than  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  head  of  cattle  so  depastured  or  kept 
upon  such  common,  Dor  less  than  two  cents  nor 
greater  than  five  cents  for  each  head  of  sheep  so 
depastured  or  kept  upon  such  common. 

Fencing  of  Commons — Lands  fenced  may  he  homesteaded 
or  purchased. 

7.  In  the  event  of  the  residents  or  land-owners  who 
depasture  their  cattle  or  sheep  upon  such  common  or 
commons  being  willing  to  fence  such  common  or  com- 
mons at  their  own  expense  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them 
to  do  so.  Provided  that  any  person  may  homestead 
or  purchase  land  within  such  fence  on  condition  that 
he  agrees  to  abide  by  the  la-w^s  or  by-laws  for  the  regu- 
lation of  the  common  vdiich  may  be  enacted  from  time 
to  time  by  the  Board  of  Overseers  (if  any),  appointed 
for  such  district  under  these  regulations. 

Return  to  he  made  of  Cattle  and  Sheep  pastured  on 
Common. 

8.  Every  person  pasturing  or  keeping  cattle  or  sheep 
as  aforesaid  shall  cause  a return  to  be  made  to  such 
officer  on  the  first  day  of  August  in  each  and  every 
year,  according  to  the  form  in  the  schedule  hereto,  of 
all  such  cattle  or  sheep,  and  if  any  person  shall  fail  or 
neglect  to  cause  such  return  to  be  made,  or  shall  make 
a false  retui-n  of  the  cattle  or  sheep  depastured  or 
kept  by  him  on  any  such  common  or  shall  omit  to 
deposit  the  same  with  the  said  officer  in  manner  hereby 
recpiii’ed,  or  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  the  assess- 
ments hereby  required,  he  shall  be  liable  upon  convic- 
tian  to  a penalty  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars,  to 
be  recovered  in  a summary  manner  before  anj^  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  and  in  default  of  payment  thereof,  shall 
be  imprisoned  for  any  period  not  exceeding  one  month. 

Bo-vrd  of  Overseers. 

Board  of  Overseers  appointed  hy  Minister  on  petition 
of  two-thirds  resident  land-holders  to  consist  of 
fve  memhers. 

9.  Upon  the  petition  of  t\vo-thirds  of  the  residents, 
holders  of  land  -within  the  tract  referred  to  in  clause  2 
of  these  I’egulations,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior  to  constitute  in  such  tract  a local  Board 
to  be  called  the  Board  of  Overseers. 

Hoiv  Elected. 

10.  The  Board  shall  consist  of  five  members  who 
shall  retire  annually,  and  shall  be  elected  by  the  votes 

I of  persons  actually  bona  fide  residents  in  such  tract, 
but  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  is  not  a 
I male  freeholder,  homesteader,  or  leaseholder  for  a 
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term  of  not  less  than  six  months,  nor  shall  any  person 
be  eligible  as  a candidate  for  the  Board  unless  he  shall 
have  been  duly  qualified  to  vote  for  three  months  pre- 
vious to  the  election. 

Number  of  Votes,  etc. 

11.  Each  voter  shall  have  five  votes,  but  shall  not 
be  allowed  to  give  more  than  one  vote  to  each  candi- 
date. 

Procedure  at  Elections. 

12.  Hie  votes  of  electors  shall  be  given  in  person  by 
the  voter,  and  the  person  appointed  by  the  Minister  of 
the  Interior  shall  act  as  Returning  Officer,  and  shall 
decide  all  questions  as  to  qualification  and  disqualifi- 
cation of  the  members  elect.  The  first  election  shall 
take  place  on  such  day  as  the  Minister  of  the  Interior 
ma}'  appoint. 

Election  after  First. 

13.  All  elections  under  these  regulations  after  the 
first,  shall  take  place  on  such  day,  and  at  such  place  or 
places  as  the  Agent  of  Dominion  Lands  shall  appoint. 

If  any  Member  becomes  disqualified  or  contravenes  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  he  shall  vacate  his  seat. 

14.  If  any  member  shall  cease  to  be  a freeholder, 
householder,  homesteader,  or  leaseholder  for  a term  of 
less  than  six  months,  or  shall  be  convicted  of  a felony 
or  misdemeanor  or  of  any  malicious  contravention  of 
these  regulations,  or  of  any  by-law  in  force  in  the 
tract  made  in  pursuance  of  these  regulations,  he  shall 
ipso  facto  vacate  his  seat  in  each  case  and  not  be 
eligible  for  re-election,  save  that  a member  vacating 
his  seat  only  by  reason  of  ceasing  to  have  the  qualifi- 
cation hereinbefore  required,  shall  be  again  eligible  at 
any  time  upon  his  again  becoming  possessed  of  the 
necessary  qualifications. 

Any  member  absent  from  five  consecutive  meetings  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  vacated  his  seat. 

15.  Whenever  any  member  shall  absent  himself 
from  five  or  more  consecutive  meetings  of  the  Board, 
whether  regular  or  adjourned  meetings,  he  shall,  upon 
a resolution  passed  by  the  Board  to  that  effect,  be 
considered  to  have  vacated  his  seat  therein. 

Board  to  fill  vacancies. 

16.  The  Board  of  Overseers  shall  fill,  by  appoint- 
ment, all  vacancies  which  may  arise  in  the  said  Board 
when  the  same  may  occur,  and  such  appointees  shall 
hold  office  until  the  general  election. 

Give  power  to  make  by-laws  for  certain  purposes. 

17.  The  Board  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  land  laws  and  regulations  in  force  for  the  time 
being  in  the  Railway  Belt,  have  power  to  make  by- 
laws regulating  the  depasturing  of  cattle  and  sheep 
on  lands  in  the  said  tract,  and  for  the  enforcing  of 
such  by-laws  by  fine  or  imprisonment. 

All  by-laws  to  be  submitted  for  approval  to  nearest 

Government  Agent  or  such  other  person  as  may  be 

appointed. 

18.  The  .said  by-laws  shall  be  sid>mitted  for  approval 
to  the  Dominion  Lands  Agent  residing  nearest  to  the 
tract  in  which  the  said  Board  are  elected,  and  any  by- 
laws so  approved  by  the  Government  Agent,  or  such 
other  person  as  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  may 
appoint,  shall  be  immediately  posted  in  the  office  of 
such  Agent,  and  a copy  thereof  shall  immediately  be 
forwarcTcd  to  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  ami  any 
by-laws  .so  made  shall  be  binding  in  such  district  until 
the  same  shall  have  been  disapproved  by  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior.
